Good  Morning, 


So  just  some  minor  clarifications  and  "yes"  I  could  make  time  to  meet  with  you  all.  I  am  open  either  this  afternoon 
(Tue)  after  2pm,  or  Wed/Thu  afternoon  (any  time  after  1pm) . 


The  city  can  install  their  own  ALPR  cameras  and  the  Department  does  have  a  Master  Contract  with  our  ALPR  vendor  for 
pricing  but  this  would  still  be  a  city  purchase,  although  maintained  by  the  Sheriff's  Department.  The  annual 
reoccurring  cost  would  only  be  associated  with  the  cellular  lines  we  would  need  for  the  cameras  (usually  around 
$40/month,  similar  to  adding  a  new  city  cell  line).  We  had  originally  contemplated  the  trail  location  as  it  appeared  to 
have  power  and  was  the  main  thoroughfare  up  to  the  Mesa  but  may  also  be  Bradbury  owned  power.  Since  there  wasn't  any 
traffic  poles  or  larger  poles  to  hang  cameras  we  had  contemplated  using  a  covert  type  solution  which  could  be  put  at 
ground  level  and  looks  like  a  standard  power  box  (see  attached).  In  order  to  capture  all  vehicles  without  missing  any, 
would  require  (2)  boxes  set  on  each  side  of  the  roadway.  A  less  optimal  solution  would  be  to  install  (2)  cameras  within 
the  same  box  to  capture  both  directions  of  traffic  but  traffic  across  from  the  box  can  be  missed  due  to  traffic  nearer 
the  box  blocking  license  plate  captures.  The  cost  of  the  equipment  would  be  somewhere  around  $15,000  per  camera  box 
with  communication  requiring  a  cell  line,  so  ultimately  approx.  $30,000  without  installation  or  cell  service. 


This  doesn't  change  the  fact  that  Dr.  Raubitschek  (Mesa  resident)  may  still  push  to  have  "their  own"  camera  system  in 
the  Mesa  that  they  control  and  can  pull  video,  which  our  ALPR  cameras  do  not  capture  video. 


In  a  city  purchased  solution,  the  data  would  go  directly  to  LASD  and  controlled  by  LASD,  providing  alerts  to  the  station 
based  on  vehicles  associated  with  hotlist.  In  a  Mesa  solution  they  would  manage,  maintain  and  control  their  video  and 
ALPR  data  but  tentatively  the  plan  is  to  send  us  a  copy  of  the  ALPR  data  in  near  "real  time"  which  then  can  be  compared 
to  hotlist  to  provide  alerts  to  the  station  (I  only  say  tentatively  as  this  hasn't  been  formalized  with  the  two 
different  vendors  finalizing  details). 


I  am  open  to  discussing  more  options  and  solutions  if  the  city  wants  to  try  to  implement  something,  or  if  it's  a  matter 
of  allowing  the  Mesa  to  move  forward  with  their  own  options.

We  have  definitely  run  into  problems  associated  with  them 
trying  to  do  it  on  their  own  and  in  talking  with  Sergeant  Gaw  I  discovered  that  cities  are  purchasing  the  system  through 
the  Sheriff  Department.  If  we  place  a  unit  on  Mt .  Olive  just  above  the  trail  it  would  cover  all  of  Bradbury  in  that 
area  as  well  as  the  Mesa.
